W ar. and today alm ost no end is beyond its highly deve oped m eans 
It. is an a rt which can, and does, contribute to th e diplom atic success of 
nations, th e political success of parties, th e comm ercial success of busi­ 
nesses, even th e social or personal success of individuals. 
W ith so m any impressive victories behind it, one wonders w hat 
would happen if th e full force of organized propaganda was turned on 
for worldwide peace. Im agine every m eans a t th e com m and of the propa­ 
gandists tu rn ed tow ard international pacifism . 
Suppose th a t a t every 
tu rn we were brought face to face w ith th e horrors and th e futility of 
the costliness of war. the wisdom of arbitration, th e benefits of peace. 
Im agine peace advertised to the extent th a t w ar was in the last world 
conflict or even to th e degree of a movie star, or cigarettes or to o th ­ 
paste in the recent years. 
W ouldn’t we become “peace conscious,’ as 
th e advertising m en say, intolerant of w a r? ’ 
I t Is the thought, perhaps, behind Secretary H ull’s suggestion of a 
“flam ing crusade” for peace in the churches. 
W ith due respect, one

the newspapers and m agazines, and listen to the radio.

advocate a “flam ing crusade” for peace, but w ith the difference th a t 
every device known to advertising and publicity m en be employed to 
th a t end.

B utler is off in 
one corner of the district. 
M atter Of Room 
T he argum ent advanced in behalf 
of the B utler proposition is th a t the 
space offered is am ple for th e needs 
of the WPA. At the present tim e it 
is tru e th a t it is necessary to ren t 
a few rooms in the G reer block for 
(he Lawrence County u n it of the 
WPA, but this condition will not 
obtain m uch longer. 
Both H arry Hopkins and Edward 
N. Jones, national and state direc­ 
tors of WPA have said th a t the re­ 
lief load m ust be lifted by Nov. 1 
and th a t relief cases m ust be tra n s­ 
ferred to the W orks Progress pro­ 
jects. This being true it follows th a t 
the district 10 force of the Em er­ 
gency Relief A dm inistration will be 
reduced drastically and the room 
now occupied by them can be taken 
over by the WPA.

WHAT ALTERNATIVE? 
"W ell,” said the cynics, “w hat’s 
th e altern ativ e?” 
The G. O. P. of course w ants to 
capture the industrial, processing 
east, which its m anagers believe, 


with 
considerable

justification, to be hostile to the 
New Deal’s agrarian legislation. 
But, if the G. O. P. curses proces­ 
sing taxation, it autom atically a n ­ 
tagonizes the farm belt, which evi­ 
dently is devoted to it. 
The cynics’ theory was th a t it 
would be vastly better to denounce 
and generalize and preach consti­ 
tutionality th an to take a definite 
position and m ake enemies of one 
side or th e other. 
The issue was left unsettled and 
doubtless will rem ain so until the 
Republican 
convention—and 
then 
there m ay be a split. 
W hat the G. O. P. hopes is a 
split also in the Dem ocratic party. 


W ESTERN CANDIDATE 
The G. O. P. candidate? 
Clearly he m ust be from the west 
—Col. Frank Knox. Senator W il­ 
liam E. B orah of Idaho, Governor 
Alfred M. Landon of K ansas or 
Senator A rthur H. Vandenberg of 
M ichigan are prom inently m ention­ 
ed. 
Knox probably is the strongest 
aspirant—technically; only techni­ 
cally. 
There is no inspiration in V an­ 
denberg. 
E ither m ight be nom inated, but I 
think it is agreed in political circles 
th a t either would be sure to oe 
beaten. 
Landon is an unknown outside 
K ansas. 
He can be considerably 
advertised in a year—but K ansas is 
m entioned as a “queer state”.

BORAH’S POPULARITY 
B orah has trem endous popularity. 
B ut Borah is past 70. 
If he wins can he live out his 
term ?

His partn er on the ticket will 
have to be eastern—like R epresen­ 
tative B ertrand H. Snell or R epre­ 
sentative Jam es W. W adsw orth, Jr.

He declared th a t the best insur­ 
ance this country can take to keep 
out of war Is to m aintain an arm y 
and navy which will com m and the 
respect of world powers. 
"I have nevpr before seen such 
overw helm ing sentim ent for peace 
as there is in th is country today— 
never,” Colonel House said. 
“But 
how long this sentim ent will last, j 
Ood only knows. 
It m ight change | 
alm ost overnight 
“As long as there is a war in 
progress any place on e arth today 
there is danger th at this country 
m ay become involved.” 
Colonel 
House, 
who 
probably 
knows more about the powerful for­ 
ces which drew Am erica into the 
W orld W ar th a n any other m an, 
an d who as P resident W oodrow W il­ 
son’s m ast intim ate adviser fought 
these forces to the end, broke a 
long-standing 
rule 
of silence 
on 
public affairs 1o w arn of the d a n ­ 
gers he sees for th is country in the 
seem ingly rem ote struggles between 
Italy and Ethiopia. 
Lean, astrain g en t and 77 years 
old now, th e w hite-haired diplom at

"W ars and the directions they 
take once they are started are al- 
m ost unpredictable, 
Colonel House 
said. 
“T h at is why the best pro­ 
tection our country can have against 
becoming involved in them is a 
powerful arm y and navy to lend our 
word authority. 
“W hen 
I 
went 
to 
Europe 
for 
President W ilson in 1914 in the in ­ 
terests of peace we had an arm y 
about th e size of the New York City 
police force. 
It was held in u tter 
contem pt by the European m ilitary. 
Consequently, 
the

country carried little weight. 
“As I have said, there never has 
been 
such 
complete 
and 
over­ 
whelming sentim ent for peace and 
against war as there 
is

“I m entioned this to President 
Roosevelt last spring.

No Curtailment Of Relief Dur­ 
ing Month, Says State 
Executive 


(International Nows Service) 
HARRISBURG, Oct. 7—W hile re­ 
em ploym ent in private industry and 
WPA combined to continue' decreas­ 
ing the relief load, Gov. George H. 
Earle today assured needy 
P en n ­ 
sylvanians there would be no cur­ 
tailm ent of relief during October. 
The executive’s statem ent ended 
all fears of 
Pennsylvania’s 
relief 
population of 1,598,925 persons th a t 
the dole would be curtailed during 
tiio m onth. A final paym ent of $2,- 
814,000 in inheritance 
taxes 
from 
the D orrunce estate, the governor 
said, would be diverted to relief to 
m ake up the shortage in funds re­ 
sulting from th e 
federal 
govern­ 
m en t’s slash in the October allot­ 
m ent. 
More Are Dropped 
The wreekly report of relief direc­ 
tor Robert L. Johnson, m eanw hile, 
showed th a t 4,840 m ore cases, or 
22,739 persons, were dropped from 
relief during the week ending Sep­ 
tem ber 28. This was 
the 
largest 
single week’s reduction this year. 
Of those dropped, Johnson said 
9,415 cases found reem ploym ent in 
private industry and 1,337 
cases 
were transferred to WPA. A pplica­ 
tions for relief increased during the 
week, however, as cold w eather be­ 
gan to set in, the num ber of fam il­ 
ies asking to go on th e dole totaling 
11,763. Expenditures for relief d u r­ 
ing the week were $3,251, 872, a re ­ 
duction of $68,970 or 21.1 per cent 
from the previous week.
